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I hate to go on about broken woods in the mail but it is an ongoing problem. Even 
during my short tenure as editor of Timber Talk I have received several letters from 
members with suggestions on how to deal with the problem. There is no doubt that the 
arrival of a wood with Timber Talk is one of the club's main attractions. A broken wood, 
however, is worse than no wood at all. In desperation, one member recently wrote me 
and requested that I withold his wood each month and deliver them in some other 
manner. Since he is a resident of Ontario and one with whom I am in personal contact 
from time to time, either directly or indirectly, delivering his woods through other 
channels is quite feasibie and can be done without additional cost. I now have that 
arrangement with several members in the Toronto area. This might even be the desire of 
members whom I meet only once or twice a year, perhaps at the C.N.A. and/or some 
other meet. It's an issue that could be discussed at our annual meeting. In the meantime, 
I'm open to any and all suggestions. As editor, | am willing to accommodate any 
reasonable request on an individual basis as to the handling of the free wooden nickels, 
provided no extra expense is incurred by myself or the club. 

For your information, a padded mailing bag (Jiffy 000) containing 12 average 
wooden nickels costs between $3.50 and $4.50 in postage to mail in Canada, more for a 
U.S. destination. The cost of the bag is probably about 35 - 40 cents. It's an option, but a 
rather expensive one, and though the odds may be better, there's still no guarantee.

B.C. WOODS

‘Twenty-nine different 1 1/2" round woods, issued by a number of clubs 


participating in various 1993 Mardi Gras parades in New Orleans, LA, are available @ 
$0.35 U.S. each, plus postage. These woods were given to people during the 1993 pre- 
Lenten carnival in New Orleans. Some woods and 39 mm aluminum medals were even 
thrown to the crowds from floats during various Mardi Gras parades. 

Several of the woods are illustrated with this article. A two page list of 1993 New 
Orleans Mardi Gras woods is available on request and the woods are available from Jerry 
Ledet, Bayou Products Co., P.O. Box 1117, Thibodaux, LA, U.S.A. 70302. 

A large assortment of 39 mm 1993 Mardi Gras medals on various coloured 
aluminum blanks are also available at $0.35 U.S. (and some slightly higher) each, plus 
postage. 

Jerry Ledet offers 100 different woods on various subjects for $6.95 U.S., 1000 
different woods for $34.50 U.S. , and 3,000 different woods for $99.50 U.S. Postage is 
extra. 

Jerry manufactures his own woods and has informed me that he is making all new 
models for 1993 Christmas woods. 
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The wood shown at right comes from 
Esterhazy, Sask., and was sent to Timber Talk by 
Pat White, who explains that the "DEC." printed 
on the periphery stands for "DECORATING". 
They are still available from Town 'N' Country in 
Esterhazy. No further info at this time. 
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
